OR COFFEE IN GERMANY 
Washington,

peace 
times Germany did an immense ex­ 
port business in Rhine and Moselle 
(\vnes, and 
the largest 
shipments 
were made to this country. 
Since 
the beginning of the war, however, 
with no opportunity of sending wine 
ito other countries, Germany has had 
to k«ep the supply in her own bor­ 
ders except for occasional shipments 
to Holland, Switzerland or Sweden. 
Advices which have reached here 
through Switzerland state that

Wine crop In Germany in 1915 
and 
1916 was good, and in anticipation

peace, 
wine 
dealers 
stocked their
